tiuu all the time, aatl such a plant. 
was finally set up,. There was some 
opposition to it at first— /good deal, 
in fact — but when it was finally in 
openvticm it worked so perfectly 
that the sentiment in favor of it be- 
came practically unanimous. 


"Between the town and the swamp 


and pretty well up toward tha 
swamp we set up a Ion;. .line of polea 
rigbt across the country, extending 
on either side out beyond the line of 
the town, and on these poles there 
was carried, at a height of about 12 
feet from the ground, a perforated 
pipe with the perforations toward 
the swamp, and that's all there was 
to it but the power, and one steam" 
engine at the center of the line sup- 
plied that, furnishing compressed 
air which was forced into the dis- 
tributing pipe at .various places 
along the line and out through all 
the perforations in front. It was 
like a long sprinkler, except that it 
didn't sprinkle. It supplied air, and 
all these jets of air, expanding, unit- 
ed at a little distance in front of the 
perforations, and, still expanding. 
but yet retaining ample strength. 
they made a continuous and suffi- 
ciently vigorous blast reaching from 
the ground to a height higher than 
mosquitoes fly — a wall of wind 
against which mosquitoes could 
make no headway. One man could 
operate this whole plant easily. 


"Of course, we made some mis- 


takes at first, including one that 
might have been expected in the in- 
terest of economy. In those days 
•we never tised to light our street 
lamps on moonlight nights — that is, 
on nights that were moonlight ac- 
cording to the calendar. They might 
be the cloudiest, blackest nights 
that ever were, but if it was moon- 
light officially we didn't light up. 
We ma-de a similar mistake at first 
in operating the wind piant. When 
the wind was in the right qnarter 
to blow the mosquitoes away and 
there was plenty of it, we used to 
save fuel and let the wind plant lie 
idle, but after the wind had changed 
once or twice iu the night we gave 
up the economy iiK-u and ran the 
plant regularly every night without 
regaid to the wr-ather from the be- 
ginning to the end of tlif season. I 
think our sea:--.'n there was a litile 
shorter than it is about here. We 
used tu start th.' wind plant JULIO 1 
and shut down Hept. :j(.i. 


''But the greatest difficulty wo 


ever had over the plant was when a 
town just to tho smith uf us sued us. 
on account of if, claiming large 
damages from the operation of it, 
and getting out a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining us from tho use of 
it. During that period of suspension 
we suffered from the mosquitoes, 
as we hud done before the inaugura- 
tion of the plant, these sufferings 
being magnified in our minds no 
doubt by the freedom from them 
which we had for some time; en- 
joyed. 


"This town that sued us claimed 


that they had got all our mosqui- 
toes. They said that of the original 
current of mosquitoes from tho 
swamp the part- that under ordinary 
circumstances would have count to 
Storkvillo (.'outer and staid there 
had not been permanently held back 
by our wind plant, but only deflect- 
ed around its wiags, and that iho 
mosquitoes thus deflected had re- 
united below Storkville ("enter and 
gone on to them, and that s< they 
got their own ami mirs. too, and 
they asked for a permanent iiijtine 
tion and damages,

Light In Photopraphy. 


Gbassagne discovered that "light 


is, according to its color, able to produce 
a specific physical changfi by virtu* of 
which each part of the photograph is 
able, when immersed in a bath of dye, 
to absorb the dye just in those parts ot 
the picture where the corresponding tint 
originally fell.'' If this is true, a red 
tiled roof in a landscape, when photo- 
graphed by means of properly prepared 
films, would be able to so affect the part 
where its image had fallen that when 
the whole photograph is placed in red 
dye the dy<* stains that puTt of th« pic- 
ture aiiduoiieof the other. In tho.Chas- 
sagun photograph the tinting follows 
the lines with such precision as shows 
the importance of the discovery or the 
cleverness of tho fraud. Opinion seems 
to favor the first. Becquerel, some half 
century ago, succeeded ill fixing tempo- 
rarily vipou the photographic plates the 
colors of the spectrum. The question 
•was then raised whether it ia possible 
that a color may, uuder certain circum- 
stances, actually create a pigment of its 
own tint out of a ''chemical precipita- 
tion of material taking place under its 
own influence." Untii M. Chassague 
may be able to reveal the nature of his 
secret solution speculation may remain 
wide of the mark.

Cortes. 


The whole coast of the gulf of 


California abounds in pearls, anil 
tbe concessions control the emire 
territory. Until within tbe last few 
years native divers were employed, 
and tbe depth to which they conld 
descend did not exceed 35 feet. With 
the introduction of diving apparatus 
the limit of depth was increased to 
30 fathoms. The best divers could 
formerly remain under water not to 
exceed two minutes. A modern 
diver thinks nothing of a two hour 
stop in water 100 feet in depth, 
though at greater depths tbe stay is 
necessarily shortened on account of 
the enormous pressure of the super- 
incumbent water. A diver when 
upon the floor -of tbe ocean looks 
about for the oyster, which he tears 
from the object to which it is at- 
tached, and places it in a small bag 
hanging to a rope, which is hauled 
into the boat on a given signal. 
Sometimes the number of oysters 
secured is large. At other times 
only a few are caught. 


The diver does not confine himself 


to the pearl oyster alone, but if he 
sees a rare specimen of coral or a 
new species of shell he places it in 
his bag and sends it to the surface, 
where it becomes the property of 
the concession and one source of its 
large income. 


Last year the value of the pearls 


harvested in Lower California was 
alone $350,000. In addition 5,000 
tons of shells were exported, which 
were valued at 11,250,000 more. 
Pearl fishing in the entire occupa- 
tion of the natives, and La Paz, the 
headquarters, a city of the penin- 
sula, with about 2,000 inhabitants, 
is solely dependent upon the iadus- 
try. The business is one of chance, 
and the pursuit is a fascinating one 
to the natives, who are born gam- 
blers. 


Every oyster does not contain its 


pearl, and only at intervals, and 
rare ones at that, is a really valua- 
ble pearl discovered. The largest 
one ever found was about three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter and 
was sold in Paris to the emperor of 
Austria for $10,000. Many black 
pearls are found in Lower Califor- 
nia and are valued higher than the 
pure white. The large majority are 
weed pearls and are only of moder- 
ate value. 


San Francisco is not the market 


for Mexican pearls, though it ought 
to be. The harvest is exported 
straight to London and Paris and 
distributed from tho^e great mar- 
kets. 


The dangers of pearl fishing have 


always been exaggerated, possibly 
to give a fictitious value to the beau- 
tiful gems. The loss of life in tho 
fisheries in Lower California was 
undoubtedly larger before the intro- 
duction of tbe diving dress, but it is 
not an established fact that tbe 
deaths were always caused by the 
shark or octopus, though these ma 
rine monsters were without doubt 
responsible for the loss of many 
lives. Every diver has plenty of 
hair raising stories to relate of nar- 
row escapes from death, but as he 
is the only witness of these affairs it 
makes the difficulty to substantiate 
them so much the greater. 


The occupation at best is a hazard- 


ous one, and those who were engaged 
in it before the introduction of div 
ing apparatus were always short 
lived. The demand in the world's 
markets for pearls of extra beauty 
is always far in excess of the sup- 
ply.—Mineral Collector.

Thes* two princes, with the Mood ol 


many rulers of Franca iu their veins, 
have had a difficult time of it Irving to 
make ends meet. Unlike the Orleauists 
living iu Knglaud, who are tremendous- 
ly rich, these, bourbons are poor. 


In France they havo uo recognized 


position, and by the laws of the repub- 
lic are prohibited from entering the 
army, the only calling they could pur- 
sun without tarnishing tho splendor of 
their ancestry. Wearied of the long 
struggle to maintain a shadow of prince- 
ly living, they have at last thrown off 
all pretense and stepped down to the 
lower plane of simple tradesmen, plac- 
ing themselves ou a level with the bour- 
geoisie. 


Having taken this step, they intend 


to make the most of it and accordingly 
have issued a curious circular, part of 
which is a defense of their action. Al- 
together it is a most unique document 
for a business house to circulate among 
prospective patrons. In fact, it says: 


"When our ancestress, Queen Marie 


Antoinette, was iu the Temple, she 
darnt-d the stoockings of the dauphin 
and of our illustrious grandfather, and 
the world did not think that in doing EO 
she hud descended iu the slightest de- 
gree from her lofty position. 


"When Louis XVII became a watch- 


maker iu order to provide bread for his 
childrcu and worked late in the night, 
making fireworks, he acted in a manner 
that deserved the approbation of every 
oue. On:r father has also worked for his 
livelihood, and on July 23, 1877, he 
wrote as follows to our Aunt Amelie: 
'You kuovr that, having numerous chil- 
dren and no property, I was obliped to 
work a good deal. That is true, but I 
worked with courage and contentment, 
aud in the evening when I came home., 
weary after my day's work, I was the 
happiest of men as I sat there and lis- 
tened to my wife while she told me 
how the children had amused them- 
selves during the day.'

If we want- to be- 
come soldiers, we must either htvfli 
naturalized here' or go into service iu 
tbe foreign legion. Iu other words, w« 
cannot become soldiers unless we, are 
willing to admit that onr whole life hh> 
been a lie. No! A thousand times no' 
Only ono career is open to us—that (if 
the merchant or tradesman. 


"For several years we have liv*ri in 


t.hn south of France, and there we pro- 
pose to remain. The wine hnsiiuv.s 
prospering now in the south of Franc 
and wt- propose to engage in it.

will have no secrets from you, since we, 
who offer you onr service, ait- yoiiv 
princes niifi t'ripiul;?."

cratic fflks in trade one finds that th 
number is constantly innvaMug, par- 
ticularly in England, where the bighesr 
even when already rich, do not hcsitat 
to add to their worldly store by delving 
into trade.

While this was hardly credible, in view 
of the fact that tbe attending physician 
bad pronounced the woman dead some 
hours before, I, however, bade the at- 
tendant delay injecting the deadly em- 
balming fluid until I made an examina- 
tion. It took but a few seconds to con- 
firm my suspicious, for, on unbuttoning 
and laying back the gown covering tbe 
body, I could distinctly see the pulsa- 
tions of the heart. I was considerably 
shocked at the discovery and how near 
we had been to taking the life of tbe 
poor creature. We hastily and as ten- 
derly as possible replaced the body on 
the bed, and I summoned the family to 
come in, telling them that the woman 
was not dead. I naturally expected a 
Bceue, but not so. The two women in 
attendance merely looked at each other 
iu a bewildered way and hardly ex- 
pressed any surprise, while the husband 
seemed as little affected. Gathering up 
our traps, we hastily departed, and I 
heard no more of the case until last Sat- 
urday, when I was again snmmcued by 
the husband to embalm and bury his 
wife's remains. She had survived all 
this time, some five or six days. On 
this second trip I found the body still 
quite warm, but before proceeding to 
make an injection I allowed the body 
to become quite cold to make sure that 
death had taken place, 


"The incident has impressed upon 


me," continued Mr. Kelly, "how care- 
ful undertakers should be, not only in 
viewing a corpse, but, in having reli- 
able, sober men in their service, espe- 
cially for embalming. 
Had a thought- 


less, careless or half drunken man been 
sent oat iu the first instance on thin 
case, the poor woman would probably 
have been cruelly put to death." 


•THE ANGRY ROCKEFELLERS. 


Tbejr \V1I1 Not Pay Their Torrvlown Taxes 


Vulcan Obliged to Do So. 


On complaint of John £>. aud William 


Rockefeller Justice Dykemau of the su- 
preme court at White Plains has issued 
u writ of certiorari against the assessors 
for the village of North Tarrytown, 
K. Y. 


The cause of the proceeding is the 


uew law, which says that till property, 
personal and real, mast be assessed at 
it* full value. 


When the assessors were making up 


the. 
roll for 18!*7, they assessed the 


Bockefeller real estate at full value, ac- 
cording to tbe law. The Rockefellers 
declare that their assessment is illegal, 
erroneous nud unequal. John D. Rock- 
efeller's real estate, is assessed at |244,- 
770. 
William Rockefeller's is assessed 


at f 29,500. Both protested against their 
assessments on grievance day, but the 
assessors refused to lower them. 


William Rockefeller owns a swamp 


which is assessed at §2,oOO, He offer: 
TO sell it to the village for $1,500 for a 
sewer outlet. Tho village assessors think 
this is just a bait and that he would be 
willing to sell the swamp at a loss in 
order to get his other assessments low- 
ered. 


William Rockefeller says that neither 


ue nor his brother has ever meddled 
with politics iu tho village, but that 
next spring they will make things live- 
ly for the assessors. The assessors went 
over tlie ground carefully, they say, 
aud think their assessment just. 


BriiiEliiE au Old Pew Into a >Vw Church 


According -to an act of the house of

A lighthouse keeper is appointed by 


•.he gel-rotary of the treasury oil the rec- 
laflineudatjou of the lighthouse board, 
and at first receives ouly an acting ap- 
pointment. At the end of three mouths, 
if }je jKi.-s<.-3 an exaii>iuuiiou by the na- 
val officer whu is the inspector of the 
district, he receives a fall appoinnueut ; 
if he does not pass, he is dropped from 
the service. A keener must be able to 
read and write, keep accounts, sail and 
pull a boat and have enough inecbuiiic- 
al ability to make the necessary minor 
repairs about the station and keep it iu 
order. There is only one grade of keep- 
er recognized by law, but the custom of 
the service has divided the keepers into 
different grades, with different pay and 
duties and with promotion from one 
grade to another. A inau may be ap- 
pointed to the service and assigned to a 
particular station, but he may be moved 
at any time if promoted or if the inter- 
ests of the service demand it. At eta- 
tions requiring but one keepsr a retired 
seafaring man, with a family, is usual- 
ly selected, and in general men of the 
Eeafariiig class are most wan ted. At sta- 
tions where there is a fog signal one of 
the assistants is a man who has an en- 
gineer's license and is something of a 
machinist. 


Keepers are paid on an average about 


9800 a year, bat the individual snras 
paid vary from $ 100 to f 1,000 a year, 
according to the importance of the ota- 
tion and the amount of service render- 
ed. The principal keeper at Minors 
Ledge light, just outside of Boston, re- 
ceives fl.OOO a- year for his services, 
and this furnishes the only instance 
where the pay of a keeper is specified 
by law. 


The keepers who live at isolated 


lighthouses and oil the offshore light- 
ships load a very monotonous life, bro- 
ken only by the sight of passing vessels 
and the quarterly visit of the lighthouse 
supply boat. 


These keepers. get considerable leave, 


about two weeks in three mouths, dur- 
ing which time they visit their families 
on full pay. A lighthouse on au outly- 
ing reef, for instance, is on the same 
status as a lightship, except that it can- 
not be blown away and the keepers can- 
not leave it except when they are re- 
lieved, as a storm might come up and 
prevent their return. 


Much is done by the lighthouse board 


to further the comfort of all its em- 
ployees, but most is done for those who 
endure the solitary life at the isolated 
lights and on the lightships. Libraries 
are furnished the keepers and their 
families. Each contains about 40 vol- 
umes of works of history, science and 
poetry, with u fair supply of good nov- 
els. This complete library is left at a 
station for three months, aud is then 
transferred to another station by an in- 
spector on his quarterly visit. There are 
nearly 1,000 of these, libraries in circu- 
lation, each in its little portable case, 
and, by their judicious interchange, the 
keepers of stations where they are fur- 
nished see about 200 volumes a year. 


Keepers are forbidden to engage in 


any business which will prsveut their 
presence at their stations or interfere 
with the proper performance of their 
duties. Many have useful and profitable 
occupations which they carry on at the 
stations, while some fill pulpits, are 
justices of the peaoe or teach school. 
All keepers aro furnished with quarters 
for themselves and iu sonic cases for 
their families, In some cases they are 
furnished with food and rations. Other 
stations have barns furnished for cattle 
aud horses, and boats arc furnished all 
stations inaccessible by laud. 


The discipline of the service lias been 


always rigid, ns 
befitting a service 


where nsgligeuce or inefficiency may 
mean the loss of many lives and much 
Valuable property. 


Dismissal instantly follows iu two 


cases — where a keeper is found intoxi- 
cated and where he allows bis light to 
go out. Keepers are trained to consider 
the care of the light and the lighthouse 
property above, any aud all personal 
considerations, and it is rare indeed 
wheu they fail to realize this high 
ideal. There have been a number of in- 
stances illustrating the esprit, de corps 
of the. service — how the keepers of the 
Minor's Ledge Sight first built Went. 
down with 'lie light aud died at their 
posts, how owe keeper saved his Ions 
and let his family look out for them- 
selves, and instiiiices where they have 
saved public property and lost their 
own. 


Fortunately the service is not ham- 


pered by ar.y question of politics, and 
this fact, eonplnd with tho excellent 
discipline maintained, accounts for the 
line, class of men now in the service 
men who take au honest pride in their 
work, and whoso interest makes the ef- 
ficiency of the service what. it. is. It is 
unfortunate that tho navy has no retir- 
ing laws fov its seamen which would 
allow men after 'M. 2o or:!<) years' serv- 
ice, depend ing on the physical condi- 
tion of the man, to he letired aud 
placed in the. lighthouse service for tin 
rest of their lives. 
A valuable class of 


men would thus be added, and the na- 
tion would lie paying a debt which now 
tiocs niuiairl. — Philadelphia Ledger.

be cut to fit ihttse. The purpose will 
be tihowii presently. 


Xow take u -strip of the thin cane, 


pass an wiiil up through one of the 
holes in the b;;-k of the seat, draw 
half the- length through, put a peg 
into the hole to prevent the cane 
slipping, then carry it across the 
chair and pass down through the 
opposite hole, taking care to draw 
it tight. Then peg this down and 
pass the cane up through the ad- 
jacent hole, then over to the oppo 
site one and backward and forward 
in this manner — always being care- 
ful to peg each hole when the caue 
is drawn tight— until all the holes 
in the front and back of the chair 
are connected by stripe of cane. 
Then repeat the process, so as to 
have a double row of cane. 


Now begin with the side holes and 


pass the cane backward and forward 
in the same manner, threading it as 
you go between the double lines you 
have already placed. When all the 
side holes are filled, you must re- 
peat the process, fitill threading 
through the first lines, but being 
careful to go the contrary way to 
those you hare just placed. When 
the first row goes over a strip, the 
second row must go under, and so 
on- 


Now, all the holes being filled up 


round the chair, strips have to be 
put in diagonally, and for this pur- 
pose the thick cane muet be used. 
For brevity we will call the rows 
from the back to the front of the 
chair "front rows," and those from 
side to side "side rows." 


Now start from the right hand 


top corner hole and pass the thick 
cane over the first "front" row to 
the left, and under the first "side'" 
row, then over the second "front" 
and under the second "side" row, 
and so on until the left hand bottom 
corner has been reached. 


This process must be repeated un- 


til all the boles are connected diago- 
nally ; then start at the left hand top 
corner and repeat precisely the same 
process to the right hand bottom 
corner, only passing the cane under 
the "front" and over the "side" 
rows instead of vice versa. 


It only remains now to peg the 


alternate holes and to bind on the 
heading, which has to be bought 
separately and is very cheap. The 
alternate holes must be pegged with 
little bits of wood of the proper size 
and driven in with a hammer to 
keep tho cane tight, while the un- 
pegged holes are left free for the 
cane that fastens down the beading. 
This beading is placed straight 
round the chair and tightly tied 
down at the free holes by pieces of 
cane that are drawn through the 
holes and • fastened off under the 
chair. 
It is sold in strips. — Ex-

He told of the actions of the de- 
ceased father, how the family had 
been threatened with disgrace and 
bow tbe son had tried in vain to re- 
form his father for tbe sake of the 
children and the aged mother, »hose 
hair was turning grey from tbe deep- 
ening trouble, and how on the night 
of the shooting, when the defendant 
in an effort to keep bis fatber at 
home, had endeavored to make home 
more attractive and arranged to give 
a grapbophone concert at home; but 
when the time arrived, saw his fath 
er sneaking away, followed him, saw 
him enter tbe bouse on the tunnel, 
inquired of a friend as to the repu- 
tation of the house, and upon being 
told that it was a house or prostitu- 
tion, became insane, unable to con- 
trol himself and fired the fatal shot. 
Prosecuting attorney Bidenour re- 


plied to attorney Leland's statement, 
treating tbe defense of insanity 
lightly and stating that it was quite 
likely iiiiat oi* great, great grand- 
father became weak minded when 85 
years of age and that he would ex- 
pect tbe evidence to show that the 
defendant bad killed bis father, not 
as an insane man would kill a person, 
but a* a murderer would commit a 
murder.
